From the Connecticut Observer. 
. JOURNAL OF A LATE MISSIONARY. 
Inpianapouis, Sept. 2, 1527. 

I have now been four weeks in this State, trav- 
ersing the country and revisiting the churches. 
[have preached one sermon in [linois. In this 
State, | have held Sacramental meetings in two 
of the counties; and have appointed to hold a- 
nother, this day a week. ‘Ihe churches which 
have been formed by my ministry, are all exist- 
ing still, and some of them, nay all of them, would 
evidently increase, if they could have ministerial 
supplies. But so few are our ministers In the 
country, and so far are these churches from them, 
that they do sot, and from present encourage- 
ments they cannot have such supplies. And i 
Providence had not led me to them, this whole 
year would have passed off, as the last year did, 
without several of them having any supply. One 
of them has been destitute wholly from March, 
1826, till my visit in August, 1827; another from 
May, °26, till the same month °27. And my own 
little Bethany ehareh in Owen county, has been 
supplied on the Sabbath bus twice, till I supplied 
it again, and adminstered the Sacrament of the 
Lord’s Supper." Our ministers who are in this 
State are doing what they can; but they are so 
few, they cay do but little to the greatness of the 
field. And it seems to me that the encourage- 
ments to effort continually increase, Ever singe 
I knew the country, the people have been desit- 
ousofthe preached gospel. But I think the de- 
sire gréaler now than ever before.

‘The increase of two classes of men 
is greatly needed in this State. One is compe- 
tent teachers of religion for the inhabitants, who 
are of Preshyterian sentiments and attachments 
—and the other is suitable teachers of common 
schools.—In this town is a very flourishing Sab- 
bath School. & there are many others in theState.

He says that the 
charity students who assisted on the farm, did 
not lose more time than is usually lost in recrea- 
tion, and kept up with their classes. He inquires, 
*‘ Is there any parallelto this? [acknowledge it 
has outdone my most sanguine expectations. if 
clieapness and economy can entitle us to public 
patronage, we have the title.” 

Religion in Colleges.—The young men who 
are assisted by the American Education Society 
at the different colleges are organized, as has be- 
fore been stated, for the purpose of observing a 
monthly concert of prayer. A communication is 
sent by the members of each concert, to the Sec- 
retary of the Society once in three months, in 
which, among other things, an account is given 
of the state of religion in the college the preced- 
ing quarter. From these communications a quar- 
terly view of the state of religion in the colleges 
is easily derived,—which may occasionally fur- 
nish interesting articles forthe Journal. ‘The 
communications are prepared regularly in Janua- 
ry, April, July, and October. ‘The last quarter 
embraces the period of commencement, and va- 
cation, and is not likely to be distinguished by 
accounts of religious prosperity. Most of the 
letters deplore the present low state of religion, 
and contrast it feelingly with the interest which 
was manifested some months ago.

In performing this 
very unpleasant duty, the Board acted from a 
sense of their high responsibility to the commu- 
nity, and to the great Headofthe Church. ‘They 
have published to the world,their determination 
to patronize no young man who does not evince 
sineere piety, with talents, and scholarship, at 
least up to mediocrity—and by this rule they are 
resolved, in the fear of God, to abide, whatever 
may be the trials of private feeling, to which it 
shall subject them. 


Funds wanted.—The woes is becoming 
brighter and brighter, that young men enough 
may be found in our country, of decidedly pro- 
mising character, to supply our own population, 
and millions of benighted pagans with the preach- 
ing of the Gospel, if the means of educating them 
for the ministry can be found. But alas! until 
there is a greater, and more genera! liberality 
manifeste+! by Christians, this bright anticipation 
cannot be realized. Notwithstanding the efforts 
which the Board have made, the funds ofthe A- 
merican Education Society, for the last quarter, 
were not enough by a thousand dollars to meet 
the usual and necessary appropriations for this 
small part of the year. ‘The embarrassment 
which was feared when the Jast number of the 
Journal was issued has.come, and unless the im- 
ploring cry whichis now sent forth for help should 
be heard, that embarrassment will be speedily 
and greatly increased; and we shall be reduced 
to the necessity of diminishing the number of fu- 
ture heralds of the Gospel, at the very time when 
there is a fairer prospect of increasing them, than 
has been enjoyed for years. We rejoice in the 
growing liberality which is manifested in the 
support of foreign and domestic missions, and in 
other kindred objects of Christian benevolence ;— 
the Lord in mercy grant that this liberality may 
be increased an hundred fold; but do the Chris- 
tian public need to be told that three fourths of 
all our foreign missionaries, and a large number 
of domestic missionaries, to say nothing of any 
of the most distinguished ministers and pastors 
now tabouring in the churches at home, belong

LATEST FROM LIBERIA. 

The African Repository for October contains 
accounts from Liberia to the 28ih of August. 
Mr. Ashmun contracted a rheumatic fever last 
summer, *y exposure to a heavy rain, which 
came near depriving him of life, and was attend- 
ed for three weeks by acute sufferings. When 
he was convalescent, he took a voyage to Sierra 
Leone for the restoration of his health. He be- 
gan a correspondence with the government of 
that colony, for the renewal of the commercial 
intercourse between it and Liberia, which had 
been interrupted by the restrictions of the Brit- 
ish colonial system. He represents this restric- 
tion as highly injurious to Sierra Leone. Flour 
sold at $25 by auction, and other provisions in 
proportion. 

The health of the colonists in August was not 
very favorable. Ulcerous sores and eruptions 
were prevalent, for which no effectual mode of 
treatment had been discovered. 

An institution had just gone into operation, 
from which Mr. A. indulged high hopes, called 
the ‘Infirmary of Invalids for Liberia.” I is 
designed for the infirm and aged, poor widows, 
&e.; the spacious public buildings at Stockton 
Town, are now devoted to its use. 

The ship Norfolk arrived in August, and 142 
new emigrants were delivered into the hands of 
Mr. A. In seven days after, not 20 of these re- 
mained a charge to the U. States, all the others 
having found employment. Mr. A. received a 
renewal of his appointment from the Secretary of 
the Navy, with express instructions not to use 
the previcions aud stures of tne U. Biates, forthe 
sustenance of emigrants sent out by the Colovi- 
zation Society. ‘Mheschools are represented as 
making good progress. They afford instruction 
to every child belouging to the colony, native 
and American, all of whom. are obliged to be 
sent. Atlairs were prosperous at the Sesters and 
on the St. John’s. Mr. A, asks for shingles; as 
the African shingles do not oiten outlast 3 years, 
and not unfrequently become useless in 12 or 20 
months. African timber, though firm, is not du- 
rable. Respecting the Mission to Liberia, pro- 
posed by the American Board, the Repository 
says, ‘* We hail the movements on this subject, 
as cheering omens of good to our Colony, and to 
Africa. 

Further Emigration.—The Repository says: 
“The brig Doris is expected to sail from Balti- 
more, for Liberia, about the first of November, 
with from eighty to one hundred emigrants. 
Should the funds of the Society justify st, anoth- 
er expedition, with emigrants principally from 
North Carolina, will be despatched in the course 
ot afew weeks. ‘The Society of Friends in N. 
Carolina, have liberally offered $250 toward the 
purchase of a vessel for the Society; and we trust 
their example will be imitated.”

REV. RAYNOLDS BASCOM. 

This dlinister of Ohrist, whose sudcen exit we 
mentioned last week, was born A. D. 17990, in 
Chester, Massachusetts, the youn son of the 
Rev. Aaron Bascom, then, and for many years 
after, Pastor of the Congregational Church in 
that place. In 1809, he became a member of 
Williams College, and four years afterwards grad- 
nated with distinguisbed reputation, both as to 
scholarship and piety. Shortly after he was elee- 
ted the first Preceptor of Amherst Academy, then 
recently established; and continued for two years 
to fill that important station, with such fidelity 
and ennsees, bigtbved most auspicious to the in- 
terests of that rising institution. ‘Thus, Divine 
Providence conferred upon Raynolds Bascom, the 
honour and felicity of first nurturing that precious 
germ, which has since fisen and expanded into 
one of the most important and flourishing Litera- 
ry Institutionsin the nation. From this situation 
he was ealled, by his College, to become one of 
her Tutors, in which diffienlt and responsible 
station he remained with universal approbation, 
until the close of 1817, when resigning his office, 
he became a member of the Theological Seminary 
at Andover. He left it in 1820, with the bigh- 
est reputation, as to clasgieal attainments and em- 
inent piety. Indeed, it is believed, that few of 
those, who enjoyed the advantages of that school 
of the Prophets, have been equally respected and 
beloved both by and Students. 

Soon after leaving thé Seainary, Mr. Bascom 
took a Missionary tour through the Southern 
States, and laboured diligeutty and successfull 
in several destitute congregations. During this 
tour he was ordained as an Evangelist in the Cir- 
cular Church in thiscity. He afterwards had a 
unanimous call from an dent church in the 
vicinity, which he declined. He then accepted an 
appointment as a City Misgionary; and continu- 
ed in that station till last year, except one or two 
considerable intervals, when he was engaged in 
visiting and ing the Missions among the 
Western Indians, During the Summer of 1826, 
he was appointed Principal of an important Lit- 
erary Institution in Camden; he entered on 
that office in November and soon afier engaged 
as the stated preacher in the Presbyterian church, 
He also received from the American Board an 
appointment as pee Superintendent of the In- 
dian Missions; but had previously accepted his 
appointment at Camden. 

or several years Mr. Baseom’s bealth had 
been feeble. Recently, however, his symptoms 
of a tendency to pulmorary affections had aba- 
ted. But on the last Sabbath in September, 
while preparing to goto the House of God to pur- 
sue his beloved work of preaching the unsearcha- 
ble riches of Christ, he was seized with a severe 
chill, the sure precursor of billious fever, and 
9 constrained to take to his bed. During 
the succeeding week, the disease was rather of a 
mild character, and seemed to yield to medicine, 
vo that on Saturday he was pronounced much 
better by his Physician, and seemed so far out of 
danger, that all around him were rejoicing in 
the expectation of a speedy recovery. But Deo 
aliter visum—God’s thoughts are not as our 
thoughts. Suddenly, while sitting up, he fell 
into a fainting fit—which was succeeded by ano- 
ther, which left him in extreme weakness—and 
soon after he fell asleep. 
Thus, at the early age of 36, in the midst of 
the most entire devotedness to the cause of 
Christ, surrounded by fields already white for the 
harvest, has this beloved man of Ood fallen be- 
neath the stroke of death, Waviig the companion 
of his life and two levely children in distressing 
bereavement--sincerely bewailed by all who knew 
him, and who possess the spirit of his Master. 

To portray the character of this holy and love- 
ly minister of Jesus, is not the design of this 
brief and imperfect sketch. Let this be done 
fully and worthily by some faithful brother who 
knew him well. Or if it be not done, no matter, 
his record is on high. The moral portrait of 
Raynolds Bascom is drawn by the pencil of in- 
spiration in these words:—He was a good man, 
and full of the Hoty Ghost and of faith. His in- 
tellectual character was ofahigh order. He was 
eminently ingenious, accurate and judicious; rich 
in mental treasures, and in disposition noble,mald, 
and aflectiovate. But all these qualities are 
almost forgotten, in contemplating the leading 
characteristic, the grand peculiarity of this ex- 
cellent man, ‘This was eminent holiness—ani- 
form, exalted spirituality. \n superiority to sel- 
fish worldly views—in habitval fixedness of mind 
upon heavenly things—in the evident & constant 
predominance of devotional eelings—and in un- 
affected, babitual devotedness to the cause of the 
Redeemer, he certainly wasequatied by few in- 
deed. Who ever saw him but in a mild, hum- 
ble, and prayerfal frame? Who ever heard him 
speak but in the meekness oi wisdom, in a loving, 
pious, and faithful spirit. Doubtless he had his 
imperfections, He felt and hmented them. But 
it weuld be difficulg for thos: of us, who were 
most intimate with him, to sty in what they con- 
sisted. 

As a preacher, he had no preténsions to elo- 
quence, and yet his holy earsestntss, his explicit 
and pungent statements of Gospe\ doctrine, and 
his teithfal dealing with the conscience, rendered 
him avery impressive, useful adpocate for the 
Redeemer’s cause. ‘The duties of a missionary 
were peculiarly adapted to engage his powers 
and delight his heart. Hehad ai that conde- 
scending lowliness and persevenng energy of 
soul, which constitutes 1, indispensa- 
ble qualifications of a succegdul missionary. 

His course has terminated) in early life. And 
yet few of those who live toold age perform an 
equal amount of actual service, ér are so evident- 
ly and extensively useful in their day and gerie- 
ration. 

It was not permitted to our dear Brother Bas- 
com, like that beloved servant* of Christ who fell 
asloep in Jesus a few houts bdore him, to bear 
his dying testimony tothe pover aod glory of 
the Gospel, and te depart in he}rium hs of faith: 
for he was probably uncensepus that his last 
hour was come. But such a @parture was not 
necessary. His conversation was in heaven. 
Such was his habitual state of mind, that it was 
only necessary for him to be abent from the body, 


in order to be present with the Lord.
